neſſe round about the ſarfie, that.the diſtance thereof is equally ſer, 
and ſeparated from the earth in all places, like vnto the compaſle of 


a Circle which is equally drawne and ſeparated from the middle ; 
point thereof : and hath ſo ordained, \that euerie foure and twen- !' 


tic howres it is carried about the World : by which daylic 


motion, it draweth with it all the heaitenly lights, as the Sunne, 


Mcoue, and all the ftarres; which alſo by that meanes cuerie 
fourc and twentic houres are carried round about the whole world 
as is daylic ſcene . The moucing or ſtirring of the heauens is 
brought about vpon two ſute points, that ſtand diretly one againſt 
the other, in ſuch manner, as if a bale ſhould bee turned round 
vpon two pinnes, as vponan Axel trce, Suppoſe that you ſee a 
Araight line ftreaching out from one of the aforeſaid points of 
the heauens to the other, like vnto an Axcltree, that paſſeth right 
through the center (that is through the middle of the earth) rhis 
line is called the Axeltrce of the world, and the two points afore-

which wee call the EquinoCtiall Line, or the Equator, and is ſo cal- 
led becauſe that whenſocuer the Sunne commeth to this Circle, the 
day and night are of one length throughout all the wofld, This 
Circle;is in all places equally diſtant from both the poles of the 
world,to wit go degrees, and deuideth the heanens into two equall 
parts, whereoFthe. one reacheth northward, and is called the north 
part, the other ſouthward, and is called the ſouth part, as is plainlic 
ſcene in the formcr figure : where you ſee the cirgle E C which is 
the EquinoGtiall lime ſtanding both of one length from the Poles 
B D, dcuiding the heauens into two cquall partes, as the north part 
E B C, and the ſouth part ED C.

But how and 
after what manner toucheth the Sunne in his courſe ( once in 
the Sommer andanother time in the Winter) thoſe two Circles ? 
It happencth thus : wee ſuppoſe a great Circle to be in the heauens 
whercin the Sunne holdeth his courſe , which lycth crofle 
oucrthe EquinoCtiall, that is, the one halfe northward, the other 
halte {outhward, in (ach manner, that in the plage where hee go-

This Circle is commonly called the Zodiack , al- 
though the right name thereofbethe Eclipricke Line, or the pal- 
ſage of the Sunne, being the right middle part of the Zodiack, for 
the Zodiack it ſelfe isa Circle-almoſt 20 degrees broad, that is on 
cach {ide of this Circle or paſſage of the Sunne, 10 degrees. This 
Circleaforeſaid is deuided into promo! ag each gow hauing a 
proper Signe belor- > "ntoit, andeuery Signethath 30 degrees, 
to that te wkale C++. as all other Circles doe) conteineth 360 
degrees . The names of the Signes ate', Aries, Taurus , Gemint , 
Cancer, Leo, Virgo, Libra, Scorpius; Sagittarius , Capricornus, 
Aquarius , and Piſces, and thele are placed in this manner : 
Aries beginneth where the Equator and. the Zodiack paſſeth 
through cach other, in the EquinoCtiall in Lent, and followe in 
order as aforeſaid, ſo that the beginning of Cancer is iſt at Tro- 
picus Cancri. Libra on the other fide, begynneth where the Equa- 
tor and the Zodiack paſſe through each other againe in the Equino- 
Qiall-of harueſt : and- the beginning of Capricornus is where 
the Zodiack or Eclipticke- Line toucheth- Tropicus Capricor- 
nus,&c.

4 IE this Zodiack or Ecliptick line aforcfaid, the middle point 


of the Sunne hath his courſe, without going out of it 

paſſing through it cuery a , thatis, cucrie moneth 
through one Signe, and cuery day almoſt a degree. Vpon the 20 
of March new ſtile, and the 10- of March olde ſtile , when the 
dayes and nights ate of one length throughout the world, 
then the Sunne entreth into the EquinoGQtiall, that is to fay, into 
Arics ; the 20 or 10-of Aprill he entreth into Taurus : the 20 
or 10 of May intoGemini, the 21 or-11 of Iunc into Cancer, 
ypon Tropicus Cancri, and then hee is at the fartheſt of his courſe 
northward from the EquinoCtiall, then all thoſe that dwell north- 
ward from the line hauc their longeſt day, and thoſe that dwell 
ſouthward from the Linc their ſhorteſt day. The Sunne holding 
his courſe, beginneth then to turne againe into the line, and the 
23.0r 13 of luly catreth' into Leo, the 23 of 13 of Auguſt in- 
to Virgo, and-the 23 or 13 of September hce commeth againe 
on the-Line, in the beginning of Libra, making the dayes and 
nights againe of one length throughout all the world, the 23 or 1 3

of Oftober hee entreth into Scorpio, the 22 or 12of November 


into Sagittarins; andthe 22 or 12, of Decemberinto Tropicus Ca-

ablic with the fixed ſtarres, with the which cuery day hee is caried 
about from eaſt to weſt, without alteration : that the Sunne kee- 
ping the aforeſaid yeerely courſe contrariwiſe, from weſt to caſt 
thereby in his daylic courſe is fo much hindered, that in the yeere he 
gocth one time leflc about then the fixed ſtarres. 


CHAP. V. | 
Of the declination of the Sunne and what is meant thereby, 


parting from the Equinoctiall : or to ſpeake more plainlie, 

the diſtance or wydneſſe that is between the Sunne and the 
Eguinottiall line, When the Sunne by theaforeſaid courſe com- 
meth to the Equinoctial line, then he hath no declination, which 
happeneth twiſc cuery ycere, that is, the 20 of March and 23 of 
September new ſtile, but as ſoone as he is on the one or the other 
ſide of the Equinoctll, then he declineth, and that fo much as heis 
gone from the Equinodtial. And this declination is two fold,north- 
ward and ſouthward : for when the Sunne is on the north part of 
theline, then his declination is northward, and when it is on the 
ſouth part ofthe Line then his declination is or rather to fay aſcen-

is very 1ong and in a grear ſpace of time, though ſome of them doe 
it with morc ſpeed, andin ſhorter time then the'reſt, according ro 
thcir ſituations in the heanens, Some of them decreaſe or increaſe 
a minu:c euecric three yeeres, fo that eucrie 10 or 12 yeeres they 
nced correction, and ſore cannot alter a minate of their declina- 
tion in 4O Or. 5© yeeres, as may be proned by good reaſon drawne 
from the natural} courſe and moucing of the fixed ſtarres. The 
brighteſt and chiefeſt and moſt fitte to be vied at fea, we haue 
hereatter placed , with their right declination according to the 
ycere 1608 , as they by the aforeſaid Tycho Brahe are found and 
obſcrued to be ſitnated. How great commoditic and profit it is 
for a Seacarinng man to haue.the knowledge of the fixcd ſta:s 
and thcir ordinaric-courſe, ſpecially in ſtrange and long voya- 
ges, 15 wel! knowne vnto all expert and skilfull Pilots. Aud for 
that in theſc dayes there are yet many Secataring men , that 
haue no knowledge of the fixed ſtarres, wee will hereaftcr ro- 
gether with their declination, ſhew a'ſo an cafie and conueni- 
en: waic readily to learne to knowe tl;em, and at all times pers 
tectly to knowe when each- of them enicr into the ſouth , or 
are at the highefl, andare firte to bee vied, In the fourth Chap- 
ter it 15 thewed, that the fixed ſtarres goe once a yeere aboute 


the heauchs more then the Sunne, {o that every day they cotije

the ſame cxquilitely and perfectly , vpen good reaton and goed 


ground, 
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As Introdattion for the vnderſtending 
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Make ane cuen ſmooth board, & peſte good paper upon it, 
then drawe a ſtraighte line vpon one cdge or {ide there of , as 
you ſcc in this figure aline'matke& 'C A D , then marke ano- 
therlinc as you ſee it marked B C , that B C A be a right & 
juſt half ſquare, then take a good pare of Compaſles , and ſet 
one foot thereof in the angle marked C , and compaſle there- 
with as you ſce B E A, ſo that A E B may bea right quadrant, 
or fourth part of acircle, then devide it into two parts, to E, & then 
devide the other half (which is AE ) into go parts, or degrees as 
thus: firſt devide itinto thre. parts, & then deyide cach third part

that it muſt be ſo, and that they haue experience that it ought to ſo 
to be, But gueſtionlefle ſecing they proue by their experience that 
they doe not iin-le their mcaſuring with vncurte ſtaues perfect and 
right asit ſk ould be, the fault thereofis not in the Crofle-ſtaucs vn- 
cutte, but jn themſelucs, for that they know not how to vſe the 
ſtaife arint, nor vnderſtand not the true ground thereof, Others 
that will eeme wiſer then the former, gine a reaſon thereof:to wit, 
that rhe faffc muſt be cutte, becauſe of the hollownes of the cyc, 
{or that otherwiſe rhe Stafle cannot come to ſtand ſo that the ende 
thcrof be coioyucd to the middle point orcenter of the eye or fight: 
this rcaton hath ſome 1 howe of tructh, but notwithſtanding is 
alike vntue and crroneys : for the Stafte may very well be ſette, ei- 
ther on thEinnenneſt or outtermoſt corner of the eye, ſo that the 
{112ht ofthe eyxe-may fall to anfwer juſt to the cnde of the Stafte: that 
this iructh we will prouc with good rcaſon as followcrh.

them ſtand iuſt in the center of the quadrant. 

Therefore whenſocuer withthe Croſle ſtafte you will take the 
heigth ofthe Sunne, or of any ſtarre , then obſerue diligently:how 
many degrees it is eleuatcd aboue the Horizon : and piace the two 
Crofles vpon ſo many degrees : then applic the ſtaffe to yur eye

more aſſured to 'goe away being guided by his owhe eye light, 
then like a blinde man to bee led by another, and knoweth not 
whether that other ſeeth well or not : but to come againe to our 
matter, touching the height of Countries, it is no other but the 
height ofthe Pole aboue the Horizon, that is to ſay, ſo many 
degrecsas the Pole in any land is lifted vp aboue the Horizon, ſo 
much is the hcight of ſuch a Countrie : and this height agreeth 
alwayes with the breadth as aforeſaid . In the 10 Chapter it is 
ſhewed , that whereſocuer a man gocth or turncth, alwayes the 
one halfe of the Heauens 1 heweth it ſelfe aboue the Horizon and 
the other halfe is hidden from vs : in the firſt Chapter it is faid 
that the two Poles ſtand right one againſt the other, whereby it 
is cuidently to bee vnderſtood , that whenſocuer a man being 
vpon the earth is right vnder the Equinottiall Line, that then 
both the Poles of the World, lye right in the Horizon, one in 
the ſouth and the other in the north : and as much as a man tra- 
uaileth northward from the Equinoctiall Line , and winneth 
breadth northerly, ſo much the north Pole rifeth aboue the Ho- 
rizon : and the ſouth Pole contraric wile goeth ſo much vnder : 
and on the contrarie, as many degrees as a man goeth from the 
Equinoctiall Line ſouthward, and winneth breadth ſouthward, 
ſomuch the ſouth Pole riſcth aboue the Horizon, and the north 
Pole gocth ſo nauch ynder : which may cafily be vr.derſtocd by the 
Figure hcercaftcr following, 
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In this figure the vndermoſt rondle that turneth about, ſignifieth 
the Heauens, N the north pole, S the ſouth Pole, A the Equi- 
noctiall, the yppermoſt cdge of the halfe moneable rundle, ſigni- 
fieth the Horizon, the one halfe ofthe Heauens is abouc it, and the

| is ſpecially to be marked, to wit, whether you are north- 
ward or ſouthward from the Sunne, whether the Sunne 
ftandeth northward or ſouthward from you is calily knowne, 
when you arein ſuch a place vpon the Earth as is farre from the 
Line, orfrom the Sunne, but when the Sunne is ncere almoſt 
aboue your head, then you can not well ſee jt with your eye, 
therefore ſet a compaſle before you, that you may ſee where 
north and ſouth is, then take your Aſtrolabium, and ſet it fo that 
the one edge thereof ſtand right ſouth, and the other north, 
and then you ſhall fec at a haires breadth, whether the Sunne 
being at the heigth, ſtandeth northward or ſouthward from the 
head point or Zenith : if then. you will ſecke the hcigth of the 
Pole, when you are on the north ſide of the Sunne , that is

that is; how many Tydes are paſt from the time of the new or full 
Moone, for the firſt part of the Table ſheweth the age of the 
Moone cuery day, that is, how many dayesare paſt ſince the new 
or full Moone. The ſecond part of the Table ſheweth the houre 
and minutes when the moone vpon the ſame dayescommeth to 
the ſame ſtroke, as you may {ce on the toppe thereof, and right 
againſt it ſtand the places where the Moone then maketh a high

T: is well knowne ynto cucric man, ſpecially to all thoſe that 


vnderſtand the grounds of Coſmographie , that the Earth 

and the Seca together is'a round bodic or Globe, fo that it is 
impoſlible in ſuch ſort to ſet downe and ſhewe the ſame, or the 
partes thereof in one plarte forme or mappe, that they may be well 
diſtinguiſ hed without error,' for it isimpoſlible to make a thing 
that is rounde to bee like in all proportions vnto that which is 
flatte, ſothat the common flatte Sea-mappes many timeslin ſome 
Places are vntrue, ſpeciallie thoſe that ſet forth great voyages 
farre from the EquinoGtiall : but the Sca-mappes that arc com- 
monly vied heere abouts for the Eaſt and Weſt voyages by Sca, 
they are rcafonable true, orels the faults therein are ſo ſmall, that 
they cannot bee any hindcrance thereunto : they are moſt fitte 
Inſtrumentsto bee vicd by ſea, and our Old fore-fathers, which 
firſt prattiſed them did 'great pleaſure and profit vnto all mari- 
ners. The faultes that wee finde in them, conliſteth herein, and is 
thus found : If a man were to faile to a place with three points 
into the ſea, the two firſt points might bec fayled by their courſes 
and diſtances, but from the ſecond to the third place (that is the 
third {ide of the triple point) jt will fayle both in the caurics and in 
the diſtances.

Wherefore if rwo-ſhippes being 
ynder 'the Equino&tall line diſtant from each other 200 leagues, 
both of them may faile right north without lerte or hinderance, 
and they would come to the height" of 60 degrees, and bee bur 
100 leagues one from the other,@nd if they ſhould hold the ame 
courſe, they would at laſt meete both together vnder the Pole, 
but if you ſhould prick the courſe of thaſe two \hippes in a flatte 
mappe, the diſtances in the mappe would remaine alike, wher- 
by ir is plainely ſeene, that Jl places in the Sea-mappes lying farre 
northward are much too great, valefle they bedrawne lefle, which 
cannot well be done, without makingother places falſe, but how 
all ſuch places may bee made euen, and holpen you may feeit 
in the Sca-mappes of Weſt India , which were printed and 
made by vs. 


Amongſt manic Pilots there is an, opinion, that they had ta-

with all care and diligence made perfect, in regard that they ſerue 
for many, for that being once well made, all the reſt may with 
as little] abour be made good, as well as badde, But the Sca mapps 
thar are written cannot bee made ſo well, nor with ſuch ſpeed, 


becauſe ſo much coaſt for one pecce alone were too-much, but are. 
all one after the other, with the leaſt labour copied out, and 


. many times, by ſuch perſons that haue little or no knowledge 


therein ; Whatſocuer there is yet reſting to bee correfted 'or 
made better , is as caſie.to bee corrected in the mapps that are 
printed , as in them that are witten, which wee alſo are readic 
to docat our charge, if any man can by good proofe ſhewe vs 
any thing that is to be correfted in the mapps that ate printed 
by vs.

chanel, and as ſoone as they are paſt the tonne vpon the Laſſen,
